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1. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, applicant appears to be blending a method step (regulating the width 
by using shims of varying thickness) in to an apparatus claim. Claim 6 recites "shims of 
varying thicknesses". However, in use, for a given structure only one set thickness of 
shim would be used. Therefore, the claim language is unclear because it recites 
alternative structure that would not be used together, but that is claimed in combination. 

In claim 7, lines 2-3, applicant recites and "idler guide unit comprising a tapered 
block arranged between the idler guide unit and the track frame". Here it is unclear 
whether the tapering block is part of the idler guide unit or not. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Heaslet(USPN 2,31 5,421). 

Heaslet teaches a tapered block 26 positioned between upper and lower plates 
47, 43, of an idler guide unit. The block is movable (pivotally) relative to the frame 5 
and adjusts the clearance between the plates 47, 43, as broadly recited. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Heaslet in 
view of Comer. 

Heaslet lacks a shim between the idler and guide unit. 

Comer shows a shim (bearing 32) between the idler 28 and the idler guide unit 
18, which determines the spacing there between. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a shim or 
bearing disc between the idler and guide unit, as taught by Comer, in order to 
conveniently space the idler from the idler guide. 

6. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed August 12, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

8. Applicant's claims, as presently drafted, do not distinguish over the prior art of 
record. Therefore, the previous indication of allowable subject matter is withdrawn.
